Mayor Presses For 
Baseball Stadium 

M ayor Anthony Williams 
continues to press for a 
new baseball stadium at the 
start of the South Capitol St. Bridge 
between N St. S.E. and P St. S.E. 

In one speech he stressed develop¬ 
ment of the Anacostia River: 

“I don’t want baseball for the sake 
of having a team,” he said. “I want 
baseball because it is the spark that 
will re-ignite the Anacostia River. In 
the stadiums wake will come housing, 
businesses, restaurants, grand parks, 
great walks — and a new face for a 
forgotten river.” 

Improvements at RFK stadium to 
handle the first few years of the base¬ 
ball games are listed as: 

■ The playing field, dugouts and 
bullpens; 

■ Locker rooms, training rooms, 
clubhouse space; 

■ Press box, radio and TV booths; 
■ New sports lighting for televising 
baseball; 

■ Office space for the team.

Many Oppose Stadium

A t a joint ANC/SWNA public meeting at the Water¬ 
side Mall auditorium on Oct. 25 an overflow crowd 
protested vigorously both the location of the stadium 
and the public means of paying for it. 

Focusing on the effect of the proposed stadium on 
Southwest, residents called the plan “another move toward 
gentrification” the area, which would drive the present black 
population out. 

Cheers and applause met one irate residents shout that “If 
you keep up all this building, we’ve got no room! Nobody’s 
gonna have any place to build decent housing. We need 
schools and jobs. We don’t need no baseball stadium!” 

A $38,000-a-year single mother of two said, “We cannot afford to build baseball 
stadiums for rich baseball owners. This amounts to nothing more than corporate 
welfare.” H

ANC Feels Frozen Out of Baseball Deal

t the Nov. 8 meeting of SW/SE 
Advisory Neighborhood Com¬ 
mission 6D chairman Ahmed 
Assalaam expressed frustration that the 
Commission had been all but ignored 
in the D.C. council’s hearing on the 
proposal to build a new baseball stadium 
in Southeast at S. Capitol St. and the 
Anacostia River. 

Assalaam told the more than two 
dozen attendees at the 65 I St. SW meet¬ 
ing that he had attended the Council’s 
Oct. 28 marathon session prepared to 
speak. But he found that he had been 
dropped to 67th on the list of speak¬ 
ers (among 300 wishing to speak) and 
finally was granted his three minutes 


after waiting for ten and a half hours. 

Assalaam said he was allowed to give 
his statement on behalf of the ANC 
only after numerous government and 
business officials had testified. He said 
that when he complained, he was told 
by council officials that “You’re not part 
of the government.” The ANC chairman 
said the attitude was consistent with 
the commission being ignored by the 
D.C. Council and not being informed 
in advance on matters important to the 
community. 

ANC Commissioner Bob Siegel 
[whose businesses occupy several build¬ 
ings located on the site proposed for 
the stadium that would be torn down] 
added that, “As of today no businesses 


have been contacted” by the city as to 
relocation plans. He added, “ I am very 
disappointed in the city and in [Ward 6 
council Member] Sharon Ambrose” for 
not working with the ANC. 

Commissioner Mary Williams said 
a canvas of her constituency showed 
that a majority favored the stadium but 
opposed its public funding. But she also 
criticized Council Member Ambrose for 
not responding to the ANC’s request 
to be kept up to date on the stadium 
issue.’ 

The commission, by a unanimous 5-0 
vote, called on Ambrose to have an open 
meeting with the ANC on the matter. 
(ANC members A. Litsky and E. John¬ 
son were absent). H

Testifying at the Council committee 
hearing on a new baseball stadium, Wells 
stated:, “If we can find the energy, creativ¬ 
ity and will to finance a stadium, surely 
we can do the same for decent school 
facilities.” 

“Our aging public high schools - East¬ 
ern, Cardozo, Spingarn and Wilson - are 
falling apart. The schools’ athletic fields 
are the worst in the metropolitan region,” 
he said. 

He suggested “a new schools construc¬ 
tion authority, like the one in New York 
City,” to raise new money. ■

Capitol St.: 

“At a duly noticed public meeting of ANC6D, which covers Near Southeast 
and Southwest, Washington, DC, the proposed site of a new baseball stadium,, 
the ANC voted to approve the following resolution, opposing this legislation and 
the construction of a stadium at this site: 

“ANC6D is opposed to the Ballpark Omnibus Financing and Revenue Act of 
2004. This bill is being acted upon precipitously, and does not address critical 
aspects of how the stadium will impact on the citizens of Southwest, Near South¬ 
east and close-in Capitol Hill. Significant questions remain regarding the many 
issues about which community members have raised questions and for which no 
answers have yet been provided.” H 

SWNA ON Stadium 

The SWNA Board met and adopted the following resolution: 

“The Southwest Neighborhood Assembly would support the construction of a 
publicly funded baseball stadium in or near our neighborhood if— 

We had confidence the current proposal would produce tax revenues to match 
the city’s expenditures; and 

We received convincing answers to serious questions about 

1) . parking, street traffic, and public transportation; 

2) Noise; and 

3) Displacement of current residents and businesses; and— 

Guarantees that— 

1) Construction would yield increased employment for Southwest residents 

2) The team would commit to an eight-week summer camp free for South¬ 

west boys and girls, and The team would commit to refurbish playing fields at 
Jefferson Junior High School and Amidon, Bowen and Van Ness Elementary 
Schools.” H
